To meet the needs 
pf 11 jo only the local group for news , but 1^30 to form a bond of unity vdth 
-I ir similar groups around the world on a co-exchange basis, he little thought 
tnai he would continue so long as he has, and that the magazine would pass t 
thorugh so many varied chnnges and trials. 

fhen tj-.e Magazine was called the Australian Saucer Record, and nine years 
in volauies was produced under this heading. 
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ki'hen circumstances forced he and others to c -,.idon the old society^ and form 
t::^ one now known as U.F.O.PI.A. Unidentified Flying Objects Phenomena In¬ 
vestigation • Australia, it was deemddadvisable to change the name of the maga¬ 
zine so as to make a complete clear cut to avoid confusion with the old assoc¬ 
iations . The name he chose for the new format of the Magazine was Panorama. 

V/e are now in the sixth edition of this and still going strong , deppite fiaanjr 
adversities and set backs , some of which seemed at times would cause us to 
close shop. Hovv'er we have weatherd them all and deppite the fact that there 
are many other mage/'lnes^ far more attractively itr.-^duced than Panorama9 yet 
somehov/ we had made steady progress ^rd kept our magazine going 9 when others 
which were in keen C''mpetition. folded up, o'-on producing far more attractive

I have always maintained that the Si^y People put us here 
origimlly and that this would naturally explain thel’ interest 
in us all throu^ history. I also think that th^r were probably 
in open contact with us long ago in some era long since forgotten 
and all (nearly all) vestiges of that paj?ticular civilisation 
have long since been obliterated hy physical catastrophe. Ever since 
th^'’ have kept an eye on us and watched us evolve to our present 
civilisation.

The two students . whose names :;.ne C^i.ristopher Soutrcll and Eo^er Palmer, 
both 22, have been accused c/‘ si rating a hoax, by making a n'-'^'her of 
fibre-glass containers, filling ■? •■om v/ith electronic equipment, and a foul¬ 
smelling liqu:’ and dumping tliom at various places across the country in a 
straight 1 '’ "iving the jjTiprer.cion that a flight of ”Sar :n . ' had landed. 

L=he . ^jailed ‘ .jaucers” emli/ted a low beep-Leep, and upon being opened, 
were found to contaJ.n, as well as the electronic equipment, small radio 
tr: emitters as well.* The cost of making these ”things”, according to the 

cities, would be approximately £25 each. 

Something about this affair ”hath a st7:ange and wondrous smell” quite 
apart from the liquid in the container' ■ 

(For the benefit of ”Panorama” readers jne above+mentioned newspaper 
is reproduced at the end of tliis article. - EP.)

Is 
it possible that the^.' are merejy figure4heads fronting for officialdom, in 
yet another classic example of dobunki^? 

If such is the case, pexlips this article will, in some small ways 
shoY/ the general public that sci Lous-minded UFO researchers are fr.lly awake 
to the implications of the current debunking program by various v/orld 
governments.

liTOHOT "SAUCERS” OVER EtTGLANU. 

London, September 5 * - Some of Britain's chief scientific brains, and 
dice, Army, Air Force and Air Ministiy officials were called out yesterday 
after the finding of six strange, grey, saucer-shaped objects j.n a line 
across south-eastern England. 

The objects, about four feet long, three feet wide, and four feet six 
inches deep, emitted a constant bleep. 
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’•Student -Saucers* over England** ( 2 ) 

Several hours of methodical checking confirmed that the objects 
r . made in Britain - and were a xmiversity rag week hoax. 

The RAF flew a helicopter to one saucer and airlifted it back to its 
nc'u- research base. 

Air Llinistzy specialists rushed a portable Z-ra;y macliine to another. 

An engineering plant manager chiselled and hacksawed his into 
v'-w aiid found two car batteries, a British-made radio transmitter, and a 
sijc-inch loudspeaker immersed in a gooey, white liquid with a smell **like 
had eggs.** 

The liquid - a sample of which had been rushed to a laboratory for 
analysis - was found to be flour and water paste. 

Later Christopher Southall and Roger Palmer, both 22 , apprentices 
from the Royal Aircraft Establishment at Famborou^, claimed to be the 
originators of the objeci^s - estimated by experts to ha^e cost £25 each. 

Southall said, **We didn*t mean to cauje chaos - in fact we were 
rather surprised thac it caused all this fu..3.** 

The saucers had been spread out to add to the impression that a 
flotilla of flyimg saucers had landed in line astern.

VISITORS FROM SPACE.

Anyone who cares to examine the nimerous reports of UFOs must surely 
realise that these machines cannot originate on our planet. Tr/o _i:in 
reasons for saying this should be sufficient here. Firstly, the manoeuvres 
of these craf defy all our technological developments, and fu'.theimore, 
if such CIV v> .ire possessed by any nation they would surely be in general 
use toaa;^’', especially in v/arfare. A multitude of sizes and shapes has been 
seen, and this fact by itself may suggest visits from different races of 
c -"-terrestrials, although not necessarily, as we on earth have kary 
jrent types of aircraft and we are all members of the one earth race 
1 :omo sapiens. Hov/ever, there is more convincing evidence than this, a 
smaxl portion of which we shall examine in 1 ‘.s article. 

The question v/hich comes to mind firsc iss ^?ho are these space people 
;n.at are they doing here? Unfortunately, we don*t have a definite 
answer to this question. Possibly some could be from our own solar system, 
cjntraiy to the statements of scientists that animal or human life as -we 
Inow it could not exist on aiy other planet in our solar system than the 
earth. But why should v/e limit the existence of life to conditions as we 
luiow them on the eart&? It is being narrow-minded to limit intelligeit 
life to the same physiological form as ours. Others must surely be from 
planets revolving around distant stars, many light yearj: away. Judging 
from the tremendous speeds at v/hich l-hese f*’ ^ing saucers have been seen 
travelling, it would not at all be far-fetch-:jd to suppose that numerous 
civilisations far out in space have attained the speed of I '.^t in their 
space craft, or even have discovered a method of transporuab-on which we 
don*t yet know about. The science-fiction idea of tele transportation by 
thought process may not be so strange after all. V/hatever the method, it 
is obvious that they are coming here.

dc-'’:ru.te. It appears that vie have had visitors from space for thousands 
t ^ ars, so all these visits cannot be simply reconnaissance flights. 

. jsseswho have seen these space beings have noticed that some of them 
"eem to be more interested in our plant life than in us. Others seem to be 
helpii:ig us, both by practical means aLid by L.e 3 sages, 

I intend now to relate some instances of sightings of and encounters 
with beings from space. You mqy wish to draw your own conclusions as to 
who they are and where they come from, but there is no getting away from 
the fact that they have been seen. Because T/e know so little about them, 
v/e ean only refer to them as "beings", as we have no other word in the 
English language wMoh would adequately describe them. So I v/ould ask you 
to bear this in mind if you think this word'is being over-used in the 
following reports. 

Otir space visitors appear to be using robots in some aspects of their 
exploration and not personally landing in e‘’’eiy instance. The folloxving 
two reports are apparently of this nature. The first incident, inPremanon, 
Prance, was reported in "Ici Paris Hebdo" of 11-17 Nov., 1 ' 1 ., and a 
translation of it says: 

"On the doorstep, before crossing the threshold, he (i.e., young 
Eaymond) stopped. vVhat he caught sigiit of was truly "a thing from another 
world'] A strange object, rectangular in shape, like an upri^t parallele¬ 
piped (rectangular pipe), v/as moving about in the darkness with a sound 
hardly perceptible. It was hi^i as a door and was shining like plate-glass 

cupboard, the lad said later.The parallelepiped form advanced and 

gently encircled the youngster's shoulders.--(To bo- capable-of encircling 
young Raymond's arms, this fcaTm.must have had something resembling arms]). 
Then, v/hat ser''’2d as its head - and which was not discernible in the dark¬ 
ness - came the child's cheek. Raymond Romand felt scmetbi-ig cold. He 

fell to the ground. He got up and attempted to cny out... ,J.aymond, 
emboldened by the presence of hi-S little sister (who had come to join him), 
tbr^w some pebbles in the direction of the object - he touched it and one 
c- the stones produced the so-and characteristic of a sheet of iron being 
The strange apparition then took flight..." l/Vhat an experience.' 

In the H.S.A., at Long Prairie, Minnecjta, on 23 October, 19 ^ 5 > 3 
veiy small beings were seen, and wexe iescrijed as resembling "tin cans 
on tripods." I think Tire can safely say that these v/ere also robots. 

E'rom robots v/e go to living beings, which is a much more interesting 
aspect. They have been seen leaving, or in the vicinity of, space craft, 
as well as when there was no machine in sight. Judging by the great 
differences in appearance of these beings, they must have coma from various 
planets, if not in our own solar system, then in another. Numerous 
observations have shown that their hei^t varies from 80 cm. ( 2 ' 6 ") to 
3 metres (l 0 '), most often in huii\an or humanoid form, but v/ith unusual 
characteristics: beings v/ith only one eye, ./.thout eyes or mouth, with 
pointed chin or enon'ious head, even little i ings only a few cm. high. A 
few reports from around the world will serve to illustrate some differences. 

19 Jan., 1965* IfiTnchburg, Virginia, U.S.A. - ObsoiTvav'.on of three 
humanoids 90 cm. ( 3 *) tall, prvV-.cing unintelligible sounds, 

25 Peb., 1965* Near Brooks/ille, Florida, U.S.A. - A being with trare- 
parent helmet, well set apart eyes and pointed chin. 

About 13 ilug., 1965* Near Renton, i/ashington, D.C., U.S.A. - 3 beings 
1m50cm. (5') hi^ with transparent helmets and protaberaiit eyes. 
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"Visitors from Space" (s) 

19 Sept., 1965 * Mexico. - Near the National Polytechnic Institute, 
tracks end liquid on the ground, and observation of two beings of 90 cm. 
(3*) with "gas masks"; message loft on a small metal plate. 

September, 1965* Near Lima, Peru. - Vehicle.lifted up from the 
ground with its occupants (one being a well-known musician) who heard a 
short extra-terresorial message (?). 

1 IJig., 1965 * - On the terrace of a I juse situated in a central 
position in a suburb of Lima, with obsemra-cion a being 9 O-IO 5 cm., 

\7rinkled and having luminous green spots on its skin; trace's on the ground. 

10 May, 1964 * - 23-yaar-old truck driver, Alberto Kaiciiiiatter, 
declared at Resistencia, Chaco province, Airgentina, that v/hile driving hi' 
truck at night he saw an "unusual being" about 3 metres high and uttering 
guttural sounds, crossing his path. Kalbermattor accelerated and fled in 
panic. He sai.d that a fev/ nights earlier he had seen a luminous object 
suspended among the trees. 

One of the best encounterstook place in Valensole, Prance, 1 July, 
1965 . Tlie observer, Mr. Maurice Masse, sav/ two beings on the groiuid 
alongside a space craft. He was able to walk up to within 25 feeh of them, 
but before he ■^ould get any closer one of them pointed an instrument at 
him v/hich p?- /sed him until they took off. Further details r n be found 
in "Flyir~ jer Reviev^" of Nov.-Dec. 1965> March-April May- 

Aune 1966 . Mr Masse believes thett these ■visi tors are well-meaning. He said 
f ' -'t they had very intelligent eyes; that their expression, sli^tly 

iiing, Vi'as v/ithout malice, and even kind, v/hen th(^ looked at him after 
:'ig immobilised him. 

Other people in the same town have also seen strange beings. For 
example, Mr. Mqsse says that one evening ma^g inhabitants of Valensole saw 
m object, like the one he himself had observed, stop at the foot of a 
hill on the side of the Greeux- les-3ains road near some chestnut trees 
and 4 or 5 metres from the gromid. Some little men descended from the 
machine and went back up again "just like that", without any visible 
materia], support. "For them," Masse says, "completely landing or remaining 
a fev/ metrew from the ground makes no difference." 

Yet another incident in Valensole is found in issue no. '9, September 
19 ^ 6 , of"Phenomenes Spatiaux." A translation goes as follows; 

"A peasant who lives in Valensole, or on the outsJ'irts of Valensole, 
and v/ho has a little farm and a hen-house, ..eard his hens and roosters 
squawking oneevoning. He thought that a fox rad gotten into his poultry- 
yard and, for fear that his animals wovild be carried tff, he went to look. 

"And what did he see in his hen-house? A veiy stra::ge little being 
amid the panic-stricken animals. 

"vfiien the intruder saw “the peasant, he fled from the hen-house, got 
into a machi. ve, and a red sphere took off from the meadow. Strangely, the 
frightened ars'.nals v/ould not go back into the hen-house again. 

"It seems that nothing had been stolen, but it is probably the 
arrival of the peasant v/hich prevented the strange visitor from taking 
away any birds." 

Another .incident, this tiD.e in .Argentina, is especially ii'.' .resting, 
and is self-explanatory. I quote from the ".Australian Plying Saucer Iteview" 
no. 9 of Nov - er, 1 966 . 

"On"' ' .he most impressive reports from Arrgentiaa in ^ .'4 v/as the 

one of the landing of a flying disc .near ;.L.e international airport of Pajas 
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ELancas (Cordoba province). On 5th June at 4 a.n., a noted Buenos Ai res 
ph^ysician an^' . is v/ife v/Bre returning 'Ey car froin Rio Cebollo'"*.. v/here they 
had visits-" latives. About 30 kilometres from the aiiportj one doctor 
sav; a flying object approaching him at great speed. It dropped out of 
s?‘^^ht and he thought at first that it was a piano coming in to land. Then 
t' brightly illuminated object suddenly re-appeared at the border of the 
* . The doctor slov/ed down because the light blinded him and, wishing 

ohat "the other driver would dim his headlights", he subsequently stopped 
to let the other "driver" pass. The lights as close as one metre from 

the car and then changed to violet. The doctor noticed that the vehicle 
vas -unusually long. 

"For a long time nobody moved, and the doctor's wife became veiy 
iiervou.s, especially because the car fefused to start. Suddenly, a man 
walked up to the car, and the doctor, v/ho was reaching for his gun in the 
glove box, heard a pleasant voice saying, "Vi/hat's happened, friend?" He 
answered thit his car wouldn't start. "Why don't you try again?" the 
stranger said. The doctor tried again and the engine started. With his 
headlights on the other vehicle, he saw a large object the likes of which 
he had never seen before. 

The stranger, still close to the car, smiled and said; "Don't be 
afraid. I am terrestrial and I have returned to earth on a .:J_ssion. Tell 
humanity about this meeting in your ovm v/ay." He nlov/ly waik:.! away. Two 
men, dressed in grey, were waiting for him. The doctor and his wife drove 
off and saw the vehicle leave the ground swiftly in a haze of violet 
light." 

Since there are so many UFO sightings in South ilmerica, it naturally 
follows that there must be some saucer bases on the continent, As you have 
just read, there are earth men involved in soke of these saucer reports. 
Evidently they are v/orking Y;ith extra-terrestrials on some kind of project 
or mission, the nature of which v/e can only guess at. Llaybe we'll ieam in 
the not too distant future just v/hat is going on. One more report from 
South iimeric^. .roves, almost beyond a doubt, that Y/e are bein'-' ^isited by 
extra-terr - ^ This one xs also foimd in the November, \yo6y edition 

of "Australian Flying Saucer Review" and is reprinted in full. 

"On the night of 26 July, 1965> i^dison Batista Ijsevedo, 14j and his 
" -..:ds, Nilson Vietxta, 14? ^-^id Joas Forest a, 17> v/ent out to the 

-.V 'ero" movie-house, a few blocks away. After walking half a block, they 
:-oticed an intense white light shining from behind a cloud, which seemed 
to be 1,500 feet above and slrlghtly t.- their 'Ight. Although aeroplanes 
oocasionally pass over this northern town of Rio Grande do Sul, Carazinlia, 
they •miev/ that this object was something extraordinaiy. 

"As it began to descend slowly, it beamed a core of light v/hich 
illuminated a 30 foot circle on the grass. Y/lien nearer the ground, a soimd 
like the humming from a bee-hive could be heard emanating from the object. 

"Since they xiere alread}' late for the pictures, Nilson and Joas 
walked av;ay, leaving a rather c-:irious Adisou behind to investigate. Hidden 
in the darkness- he stumblecl closer through the bushes in excitement until 
he was about I 50 feet fron v/j... .e the object v/ould land. There he saw a 
dark, egg-shaped form about -S loct long and 5 fe^t high float down and 
hover about 3 feet mcove the f^^oimd. 

A nearly street-lamp illuminated the round ends of tl 3 object, a 
rectangular door bec.ime apparent, and a beam shining fron ui-demeath lit 
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up the whole lov/er section of the strange craft and its close surroimdings. 
For throe ninutes nothing happened} only a quiet hunLiing noise could be 
heard. 

"Then a recond brilliant object projecting a sinilar bean began to 
descend, 0V‘- . '.ally settling about 12 feet fron the groundec' . aft. 

/ilthou^ _ . .ly snaller than the first object, it reseublcd it in other 
characteristics and also hovered about 3 feet above the ground. 

"T;,’o crew noabers emerged fron the large croft, when ikdison 
; ribes as being approxinately 5 feet tall, wearing luninotls helmets 
. h covered their faces, and sirrLla,r to hurians in their movements and 
manner of speaking, \7hich included many "s" and "z" sounds. Ee also noted 
a dark band, running fron their noses ';o cli- L level standing out distincT- 
I’' fron their dark clothing. 

"Three non, one of whom held a luminous, torch-like object, now 
appeared fron the second object and talked with the creiv of the first. 

Then, after walking around their craft three tines, the first crew entered 
fron underneath, and after four or five seconds the vessel departed, 
rising vertically, increasing in speed and humming noise correspondingly. 

"Eeamyhile, the second group continued their conversation for a few 
more minutes without paying any attention to their departing colleagues. 
They then went through the same ritual and fl.ew away qui Jcly out of sight." 

Other reports include the Bernina Pa?': landing (Swiss Italian Ups) 
of 31 July, 1962, where a robot or being was seen alongside a space-craft, 
and an incident in the U.S.A. in 19^6, when sa^-esman Woodr-'./ Derenberger 
saw a TJFO land,and had a"conversation" with an occupant of tne machine. 

The strange thing is that the saucer occupant did not open his mouth but 
comimmicated thru mental telepathy. In the period I964-I965 46 well- 
documented landings were recorded, including 34 from the U.S.ii. and 12 
from Cajiada, Chile, /irgentina, Peru, Bccesil, Veneziiela, France, Ibaly and 
Australia. In I4 cases small hionancid creatures, 3^ to 4^' feet tall, were 
reported;- 7 in the U.S.A. and 7 in Argentina, Peru, Brazil, Venezuela, 
France, Italy and Australia. They wore what appeared to be space-suits 
with "diver's" helmets and seemed interested in collecting speci!e..ns such 
qs water, flo7*'’rs, vegetables, animals, sand and rocks. These beings 
differ from .3e generally seen in previous years, iidio v^ere ■■ . lally 6 
feet tall ^ did not wear helmets. 

Thera is reason to believe that some of our space visitors are 
rr' ‘.ng v/ith earth people, apparently in order to find out more about us 
'ossibly to help us. The next tine you v/alk dovm the street you may 
, . a visitor from space i7ithout knowing it. Or you may be vrorking with 
yae at your place of employment. There is no cause for alarm, though. If 
these people \70re hostile they could 1 - /e w; ^...d us out long ago. 

¥i/hat significance does all this have for us? Well, that question is 
a source of much conjecture. To bo quite truthful, I don't know. No one 
has all the ansv;ers} in fact, veiy few people have ary ansv7ers at all. 

(that v;e knpw at present is only a veiy small fragment of the complete 
picture, liaybe the time is not right for us to lcnov7 any more. In tine we 
rhall know the full story, but until then all we caii do is to keep our 
minds and our eyes open for further enli^itennent.

"true folio- ;; s of Christ will be brou^t back to "the Ear'th.. 'Zhe ^cemen

The Christian* s Reaction.

St .Paul says of this ""the Lord himself shall descend fron h^ven with a 
shout and wd-th "the voice of "the archange?. and the 'trunp of God" and "that He 
will bring wi'th him all "those who '':~.oep in Jesus" and "that we (the fai-th- 
ful li-ving at that time) will be cau^t up "togs-ther with than in "the clouds 
'to meet "the Lord in "the airV 

A prophecy in Psalms speaks of "the space ■vehicles in "this event, "The 
chariots of God are "twen-ty "thousand, e-ven tlioua?nds of angels; "the Lord is 
among them". In the passage in Iraiah concerning "the jcy "that will be 
experienced on fiar"th when Christ will ha-ve cleansed of it all "the e"vil, we 
have "these words "For b^old "the Lord 'Jd.ll cone vji"th fire,and witli His 
chariots like a whirlwind to rerde.r his anger with fury,and his retihie vl.-tli 
flames of fire. 
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For by fire and by sword, will the Lord plead with all fle^: and the 
^ain of the Lord will be mary”. 

IN His interoretation of His pcj'able cl* the wheat and the tares, 

Jesus GOnfirmed tiiis destruction by fire. "As therefor*e the tares are 
^thered and burned in the fire; so ^all it be in the crd of this 
world. The Son of man shall send forth his angels, and they dTall gather 
out of his kingdetn all things that offend, and those which do iniquity:

Bt.Peter also confims this. In ’'Tne day of t!ie Lord" he Kiys, "the

The faithful ones being 
"cau^t up',' as St J^\al says, or ranoved by space craft, would well accord 
with this. We are next told in the figurative language of Revealation 
“f'^t ’When He who is called "Fathftil and True" (Jesus Christ) canes on a 
white horse with his armies to effect this ''the kings of the earth and 
their armies vill ^ther together to make war a^inst Him arii a^inst 
His amy." This results in tlje leader of t’J.s evil earthly confederacy 
being cast into the "lake of fire" and all the remrBnt slain by "the word 
of Him that eat upon the horse',' In this connection, I was interested to 
hear that the Russians who have seen the saucers all over their ccaintry, 
are far more ready than v;e are to believe thy are invaders fcan outer- 
space, and are prepared to fldot them. THen there v/ill be the return of 
those of whem the ICRD ;ho attain to ''the resurrection of life", 

Abraham,!saac and Jacob- i He mentioned by name, and the twelve 
apostles who will rule over the twelve tribes of Israel, the final scene 
is of ’'theholy or y. New Jerusalem, caninp: down fran God out of heaven". 
This, one mi^t think, would require a fleet of astral "chariots" but ’we 
are not told. 

At this pointy,cripture runs down the curtain upon tliis stupendous 
draoTH of the ccw.vic universe in which earth man of all ?geo cones to judg¬ 
ment before the King and His heavenly aimies. Only such a drastic clean¬ 
sing as is foreordained of God, would make possible the ftilfilment of 
conditions on earth for which our Lord tau^t is to pray "Tby Kingdom ceme. 
..on earth "as it is in heaven'.' Nothing less would suffice if Jesus Christ 
who dv;elleth in li^t which no man C5an approach Tanto"is to have His tab¬ 
ernacle here among men. This is not all that the Scriptures have to say 
upon astral tran^ortation, but if the saucers ^lould cause us to believe 
in God and his Word: to repent of cnir n'^tional and individual cins, and 
to turn to Him with all our heart in view of what must surel^r cone to pass 
thy wall h^v3 sc-rved a very g'.’eat purpose, in addition to arv role thy 
may l^ve to ^;Iay in the days to come.

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THE LITTLE GREEN MEN PRO!T SPAC "’, DO THEY EXIST ?

ITo one associated with the subject of Flying Saucers has not at some time 
or other been asked the above question , in fact maybe in their original re¬ 
search they may have asked themselves the very same puzzling question . 

The reason of course for all this hullaballoo, is the trend taken so often 
by science fiction 'jvriters , thank goodness only some of them, and more 
perniciously used in the same kind cf films to create th’ weird and horror 
sensations in the thrill seeking public. 

True Plying Saucer writers and literature do not give much credence to this 
sort of gimmick, and evidence in regiird to any form oflittle men" be the;r 
from Mars or elsewhere , occurs so very rarely in evidence which is given in 
accounts of people who cliim to have seen these strange small creatures 
that one has a very small field to set a standard of beliefs on, and like even 
the more prolific evidence of people averaging approxiamately to the same as 
ourselves, it still to be honest with ourselves all remains very much a 
matter of theories, some of which however have a very good background for 
believing they are pretty well near to the actual truth . 

Lest consider for a moment the few bits of evidence of "small people" 
in this case v’c are not eni ^ring the field of the past, such ?."• the little 
people of Ir ‘.'^id , the Beprechauns, be they real or not. or of many other 
bits of eviaence from many countries of similar types of little folk. 

England. The Continent,have many such records of these in past history, 
ai': whilst just touching on thisjwe have just read of a case in Eng\^nd 
c little " Blue man " who appeared to a number of schoolboys in the 
. liiage of Chilton, near the Whipsna’le Zoo. making his appearance 4 or 5 
times and disappearing each time in a puff b; ' 1 kind of smoko. 

( For the full account of this read the English " Flying Saucer Review" 
li,v,ost edition Vol 13. No 4 ) • 

Now all this is very interesting reading and most fascinating to those who 
like to read the unusual sort of literature, but no roforence is made in this 
case or many of the past with a relationship to coming in any form of space 
craft , and certainly not Flying ‘^aucers as we know them. 

Nevertheless, here and there , there has cropped accounts from observers who 
have been vouched fcr by the investigators pc being most honest and reliable, 
of encountering small men and in most cases associated v/ith a space machine 
of varying sorts nearby, most of them oscapir.g back to the machine after the 
encounter with the human witnesses. 

In Europe they have been a few cases, in the U.S.A. also, several such. In 
the South Americas, a few accounts also have cropped up. 

mostly the avorai'e height of these little space men have been about almost 
4 ft. high.differing here nad there in the accounts. But NEVER have they becxi 
ever described as being GRE3T men or anything like it. in fact the first ac¬ 
count of a coloured ..ittle man in my records is the one mentioned above , and 
in this case there is no evidence of a space craft hanjiy. 

Assuming that the evide. co given by the various accounts of the observers is 
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true 9 and the honest investigators have siad they bolive them to be telling 
the truth. It appears that among the many accounts of persons from space ships 
being observed by humans, there IS a small percentage of " little men’* from 
time to time cropping up among the accounts* 

In view of th:s we cannot just brush ir it all aside as nonsense v/ithout a 
least givir^ le matter some consideration . v/e would bo indeed foolish if 
v;o allowed ourselves to become so arrogant, that we thought we knev/ everything 
there was and is to know, especially about tie subject of s.ace craft and peo- 
pl:. in fact the writer feels we kno?/ too darn little and need to take a very 
' .<1 g attitude of seeking out all the evidened before v/e cast aside any evi- 
^o-.ee which may give us even a small clue to the ansv/ers of the greatest rid¬ 
dle of our time* 

Vithout probing into the pros and cons of what they looked like and did. 
first let us ask ourselves the question « Is it illogical and unreasonable 
that such small men coLild come from another planet or solar system.? 

Lefore we can brush that aside a crackpotism. let us consider our own planet 
have wo not a vast variety of beings on this hor a planet pf ours whose heigjit . 
reaches from about 4 feet. ( the pygmies of South Africa and in that some 
continent,men of the Matusi tribe vrhose height is far above the average of 
tnc gcncrla run of mankind, some even ranging near to P"'i‘t.) i 

Any student of the human races is well av/a:; v of the vast differences existing 
between peolo in the many parts of the world.enough to laiow that height is 
not a criterion of assessing the laossibilty of existance dimply because one 
differs from another . 

The same can be said also of the physical make up of such beings, as in tnc 
case of tho accounts rendered, some were very agile po wh 1st others s 

appeared to bevery stunted and squat, nor/ing v;ith scorning difficulty in gait 
and general i:)Osturos. Well v/c differ too like that so why raise that as a 
point of evidence to ridicule the possibility of such people. 

The thing which the writer fools has been overlooked too much in those odd 
scraps fif evidence of these ” little men” has been what in nearly all cases 
thpy wore doir.p*. at tho time they were observed. 

If one sce.r .rough tho accounts they will find that in nearly every case 
they have eoen observed doing some form of mild laboid? tasks, i.o. 
gathering , stones, metal rocks, vegetation . water, as though they were 
1:':^ little schoolboys on a project of nature study or some such thing. 

' “.r once has the acounts related expressed that those little men seen 
piloting or navigating the craft which they in most cases quickly returned 
to when they had boon observed. 

fuicly thoro )is a clur here to indicate that probably they wore not the navi¬ 
gators or pilots of the craft, and they wore merely some form of labour copp.

The evening 
was fine and cool with little wind, a few small clouds \;are present in an 
otherp/ise clear sl<y, and the stars shone brightly against a velvety, blue- 
black backdrop. 

Her husband, Mr. A, also sighted the object vdiilst finishing his 
chores, and, hurrying home, joined his v/ife at their kitchen wii'.icv/. The 
object appeared to be about the size of a 10-cent coin v.’hen held at arm's 
length, and se ^ aed to pulsate sli^tly, changing its color fro"’ blue- 
white to p'" green, red, and back to v/hite again.
